In «pH:e of tho 
fact that a large majority ot produc- 
era preferred to make deliveries to 
the plant. 

Efforts made by the ofllcors of the 
Antioch Dairy, In council with Pure 
Milk omdalB and tho Wleland com-;

TSie methods that permitted the 
Public Service Company of Northern 
Illinois to esUbllsh lu safety record 
are equally effective In tho cause of 
community and public safety, In the 
opinion of Mr. Ptolemy. 

"It Is our belief," he said, "that a 
job well done Is a Job safely done. 
To that end we devote much time 
and effort to develop employes skilled 
in their work and with the reallia- 
tlon thot safety Is an Important- part 

of their jobs. 

"We hold regular safety meetings 
and discuss proper ways ot doing 
various kinds of work. We have a 
set of simple safety rules that muat 
tjo followed on every Job. Our em- 
ploycs are required to know first aid 
and we hold special classes for that 
purpose. This flrat aid training alone 
has meant that 36 more people are 
alive today, people whose lives were 
saved by employes trained in first 

aid. 

"While modern equipment and pro- 
tective devices have done much to 
decrease accidents, the human ele^ 
ment is the most important and 
there Is no substitute tor safety 
training. Training means that peo- 
ple form the habit of doing things 
the sate way whether at work. In the 
home or at the wheel of an automo- 
bile."

An appropriation of »35t)t000 and 
the enactment of laws fixing author- 
Ity over Illinois rivers and lakes wm 
bo asked In a petition now receiv- 
ing signatures In the chain ot lakes 
region and the Fox r»ver valley. 
The petitions addressed to the 59tn 
Illlnola general assembly will carij 
many thousands of algnaturos, accord- 
ing to J. n. Benson, president of 
the Waterways Improvement Asso- 
elation of Northern IllinoU. and will 
aak the legislature to establish , po- 
lice powers and to Indicate such 
measures as will give to the Division 
of Waterways of nilnola control p£ 
non-navigable lakes and water 

courses. 

Classed Non-Navloabie. 
It is the contention ot Uie Wdter* 
ways Improvement group that doubt 
and contusion with respect to tho 
seat ot authority over waters of tho 
state has resulted in the "deplorar 
ble condiUona" for which relief IB 

sought. ,, , ^ 

Many times cltlaens of the region 
have asked aid ot the federal depart 
ment of Interior In formulating and 
financing a program of Improvement 
and control but no co-operation from 
the federal government was received- 
Recently the state was Informed 
that the government la concerned 
only with navigable waters, and that 
with the excepUon of Fox I^ke, all 
the waters of the region. Including 
Fox river, were non-navigable. This 
declaration by the federal govern- 
ment leaves the matUr of Improve- 
ment and control of such waters In 
the hands of the state. Thus the 
present petition U tor the purpose 
of bringing the matter before the 
present session without delay. 

The petition cites tliat because ot 
lack ot authority and proper con- 
trol, the flow and level ot the watere

The Saturday Evening Post recently published a 
symbolic cartoon which illustrates with remarkable 
aptness political abuse of industry. 

The cartoon shows a dog-team and driver, against 
a background of Northern snows The «am has been 
drawing a tremendous load of bundles, labeled High 
Costs, Unbalanced Budget. Government Spending and 
Governrnqnt Competition in Business. Apparently 
the dogs arc weary and arc unable to go farther with- 
out a rest. The driver, who typifies Political Radical- 
ism. is not willing to pause. Instead he is bcatmg to 
death with a club labeled Taxes, the lead dog nanied 
American Industry. The second dog. Expansion has 
collapsed in the snow, tongue hanging out. eyes closed. 
The fourth dog. Capital Goods, is exhausted, as is the 
last dog, Employment, which looks as .f it were about 

to civc up the ghost. . -c i 

^verc as this caricature is. it is eminently |ustificd. 
If American business is to continue to pull its heavy 
load, it must have confidence. It must be given a 
chance. It must expand and develop. It must cm- 
ploy men. Instead, however, all units of government 
fccm trying to outdo each other in wielding the tax 
club. Excessive taxes close factories, confiscate homes 
and farms, prevent construction, destroy employment 
and Investment, and drive capital into hiding. 

It is foolhardy to beat and berate industry when it 
is weary and overworked— when it should be given 
stimulation and confidence. It is the height of tolly 
to kill the lead dog with a club of confiscatory taxa- 
tion and onerous legislation when the wolf pack of de- 
pression and unemployment arc at our heels.

STATESMEN OR POLITICIANS? 

It is not an exaggeration to say that the average 
business man looks to a session of Congress with dread 

and uncertainty. That has been especially true during 

the past few years, inasmuch as economic stress has 
led to an oversupply of proposed "remedies for all our 
financial and social ills— remedies which, for the most 
part, would have been worse than the disease. 

Nothing could do more to encourage business, and 
the average citizen, than a conservative, responsible 
attitude on the part of the present Congress. Conser- 
vatism does not necessarily mean "stand-pat-ism but 
it does mean a decent regard for our Constitution as 
contrasted with the "isms" that are attacking it. It 
means that in the effort to bring about needed reforms, 
honest businesses will not be sacrificed to the Gods ol 
Socialism. Communism or Dictatorship. It means 
that charges of bad faith and crookedness should not 
be hurled at American business by public officials seek- 
ing temporary popularity at public expense. 

It is the common belief that responsible Congress- 
men of both parties are frankly worried about the radi- 
calism within their own ranks. It U to be hoped that 
the sound and' sober thinking servants of the people 
will be able to curb the irresponsiblcs— and help restore 
that priceless clement— confidence— to the people.

The Dariymcn's League News, published by the 
DairymKs League Cooperative Association of New 
York, points out that the dairyman has bchmd him a 
strongly-supported, aggressive organization which is 
tackling dairy problems with its sleeves rolled up.

plane's altitude above the earth and 
of its approach to a mountain aide 
or another plane. The tube controls 
tiie speed and security of express 
trains, is finding its way into the 
textile industry, tho automobile in- 
duatry anri into mining vhere it is 
used to Indicate the location of 
mineral deposits. ^ 

Today no one can foresee how far 
tho development of radio will pro- 
ceed or what new directions It may 
take. It seems certain, however, that 
the developments of the future will 
be no less important than those of 
the past.

6 to T tcupoona lee water 

Mix both kinds of Hour together; 
add the salt and baking powder and 
■1ft all together Into your mixing 
bowl. 

Add your shortening and blend 
with pastry blender, or with two 
knives, until the mixture lodka like 
coarao meal. Never, never yield to 
tho temptation to knead tho dough, 
.tor you will have a tough pie crust 
just as certain as fate If you do. 
Have water handy and begin to add 
It with caution— again take warning 
— do not use one more spoonful 
than the recipe calls for. When 
the water is all In, and you may 
really only require the six spoon- 
fuls of water, then gather tho paste 
up In floured hands and press to- 
gether. 

Have your board slightly cov- 
ered with a film of flour and begin 
to roll your crusL Flrat press flat 
with the floured rolling pin. Roll 
from center with a llghL springy 
touch, using only as much dough 
as you will require for tho first 
crust. *

Cold and "Flu" 

The "ilu" »eaton is with u» againi 
Hu recent qiunntine of one very 
Iirge hotpiul in the Chicago area and 
the increased number of cases on rec- ' 
ord exhoru us to even greater caution ' 
to combat the spread of this epidemic. 

In the matter of influenza one muse 
not only consider the suffering in- 
volved, the lots of time from work 
and loi] of moneys but the disastrous | 
effect upon subsequent health of an ; 
individual — the general weakness of | 
resistance to other diseases, and the ^ 
consunt danger of tuberculosis infec- 
tion. 

One must be ever on guard at a 
time tike this to keep up resistance by 
sufficient rest, sleep, exercise and nu- 
tritioui food* Be sure to include in 
the diet the "pro"<^"^« foods" — 
fruit, vegcubles, milk — and eggs, 
butter and cheese. 

If you feel a cold coming on, go to 
bed for a day or two and call your 
physician. Doa*t take chances on the 
cold's "disappearing." 

If you should contract the "flu** go 
to bed and stay there until the doctor 
pronounces you able to get up. Too 
many persons make the mistake of 
getting up or going out too soon and 
it is then, when resistance is lowered, 
that the danger of infection is greatest. 

Tho old idea ot "feeding a cold" Is 
not without truth, for without nutrl- 
tJouf food rich In tho necessary vita- 
mins, minerals and proteins, one can- 
not build or mainuln roslswnco to 
disease. VlUTnln "A", which science 
haa found In greatcflt abundance In 
whole milk and dairy products, pro- 
motea growth and longevity, maln- 
Ulns hoalth and vigor, and prevents 
Infeclioni oflpeclally those of the eyes 
and respiratory systoraa. A quart of 
milk a day will go a long way toward 
balldlnc up a strong realstanco to In- 
flaenza Infection.

Weight Control Is 

Health Control 

*'Vhile it may sound brutal, it is 
nevertheless a fact that nearly every 
person who is overweight reaches 
that condition because of over-catihg 
and under-exerdsing,'* states Dr. Ar- 
thur J. Cramp of the American Medi- 
cal Association, in the January, 1935, 
issue of the Hygeia Magazine. 

This thought is in keeping with the 
fallacy of the old belief that a stout 
person is a healthy- one. Experimenu 
in recent years have shown that excess 
weight is more often a detriment to 
buoyant health than an aid. 

Strenuous diets for the reducing or 
gaining of weight should not be un- 
dertaken without the advice of your 
physician. A safe plan to follow if 
slightly overweight or imderweight or 
to maintain normal weight is to in- 
clude in the daily diet two fniiu (one 
citrus or tonuto), two vegeubles 
(one green leafy or yellow), and a 
quart of fresh pasteurized milk. In- 
clude eggs also several times a week, 
as well as butter, cheese, meat or fish 
to make up the desired number of 
calories for your normal weight and 
the amount of exercise taken daily. 

Contrary to the mistaken idea that 
milk is fattening, science has found a 
■ definite place for milk in every diet, 
I whether for reducing or gaining. Be- 
cause fresh milk conuins such an 
abundance of calcium, phosphonu. 
Vitamins A, B, and G, as well as im- 
portant minerals and proteins, it can 
be substituted in the diet for more 
bulky foods, thus assuring a maxi- 
mum of nutritional value without 
adding excess weight. 
I Fresh pasteurized milk is one of the 
! most pleasant, most economical and 
j easiest ways of safe reducing.

In a group of 26 north-central 111!- 

Dolt farms taat year the e^s saloa 
Amounted lo an average of $104 more 
for each farm than on 05 other farmn 
in the same area hecaiiBc Ifae hena 
wore raised and fed to produce more 
«ffica during the fall and winter 
months when prices wore Rood. Tho 
extra teed tued to hrlnj; ihc puUeia 
Into early production amounted only 
to $ZB a farm, thus leaving $6S n farm 
tnoro ahore feed costs. 
** The records kept on these 121 
farms showed that the 26 better-pny* 
Ide flocka produced 25 per cent or 
moro of their cxrb during October, 
NoTombcr and December. These same 
flock owners received an Average of 
llTt cents a dozen more for all eRgn 
told during the year than did the 
other: ^ farmers whose birds pro* 
4uced leas than 10 per cent of their 
egga In the bigh-prlce season. The 
feed C04t waa only one and three- 
fourths cents a dozen more on tho 
farms producing the higher percent- 
age of fall and winter eggs. These 
differences In selling price and feed 
o«ata, when applied to all eges pro- 
daeed on the farms accounted for the 
arerage $68 Increase In egg profits. 

An aireragc of 40 more eggs were 
produced by each hen on the farms 
that fed for fall and winter produc- 
tion. Higher nuallty of hens, better 
aaoltatlon and health practices and 
Improred feeding metboda, all oon- 
trftnted lo this larger production. Il 
is explained. That the hens were 
kept busy l»A,i eggs througbout 
more of the y^. ^emed to be an Im* 
peitant reason^..* the greater aver- 
ace production for each bird In thn 
ai better-poylng flocka.

QltEBN UEANS from plantings made 
Just before the freeze are beginning 
to be harveated, bringing a alight drop 
In price. Htgh levela, however, will be 
maintained for the next few weeks 
until supplies art again normal. 

Ample Vegetmble BuppIlM AvaUabte 
Ample supplies of most vegetables 
are available from other shipping 
poInU Including the West Indies, the 
Southwest, California and Mexico. 
Root vegetablea are dependable and 
low In price. A bumper POTATO 
crop makea this vegetable unusually 
cheap. TURNtPB. PARSNIPS. 
BEETB. CARROTS and ONIONS to- 
gether with CABBAOS. KALE and 
SQUASH should bo the standbya of 
families of email Incomea. Dried vsge* 
tables and standard quality canned 
Tegstablea, particularly TOMATOES 
and BTRINQ BEIA.NB. add variety at 
low-coat 

BROCCOU and CAUUFLOWER 
are excepUonally attractive in ouallty 
and price. PEAS are not expensive for 
thU season but CUCIJUBERS are 
Ugh. Iceberg LETTUCE la somewhat 
Cheaper thaa It waa a week ago. 
SPINACH la fairly pttatlful.

Freab EGO supplies are atlll quite 
lUnlted so no great drop In price ts 
expected. BUTTER prices will prob- 
ably not vary to any noUceabls de- 
gree this week.

Wills, we enter upon a Held of many 
(TompUcfttionB. Tliore la iiu old adu^o 
lo the effect that, "\Vh«re there Id a 
Will there are many heirs." In moiu 
Instances, when a client calls upon a 
lawyer to compUIn about the fact 
ihnl he wn8 not mentioned in a Will, 
he or flhe Inumedlutely wants lo know 
how the Will can be l>rokon. and. of 
course, the lawyer proceeds to make 
an examination of It to determine Its 
weakness. 

First, let us remove th'e time-worn 
fallacy that If you want to disinherit 
someone. It la necessary to leave 
Buch a person One Dollar (HJJO) !n 
your Will. There Ib no provision In 
the law requiring such a thing to be 
done, and whether It la done or not 
does not cliange Ihe situation. If 
there are any grounds to sot aside the 
Will or contest II, the disgruntled 
bblr can.as a rule, contest the Will, 
whether it Is provided that he ahull 
receive One Dollar ($1.00) or One 
Hundred Dollars ($100). The valid- 
ity of the Will depends upon the fact 
whether tho maker of It, called tho 
testator, Iwa compiled with the law. 
Whether there Is such compliance o.* 
not can be determined only by an 
expert, and by an expert, wo do not 
mean a banker, or broker, or Justice 
of the Peace, but a duly licensed 
lawyer. ^ ,, . 

A good portion of tho lawaults :n 
our courU result from "homemade*' 
efforts of persns who attompt to aave 



a nominal fee chnrgod by a lawyer 
for drawing a Will, and attempt to 
draw one thomaelvea, thereby caua- 
liig nn expenso to the estate many 
times the amount that It would have 
com to have u Will properly pre- 
pared. 

In preparing a Will, a lawyer takes 

Into conaldoratlon not only the law 

our statute books, but also tho 



on 

opinions of tho Supreme Ck)urt, con- 
atruelng. explaining, or modifying our 
laws. Likewise, there are many olh- 
er elementa and questions with which 
the lawyer deals dally before the 
C^jurta that enter into the problem. 
A person who attempta to draw 
hia own Will should bear lu mind tho 
advice of the sages who aald, "When 
a man Is his own lawyer, he haa n 
fool for a client." 

It la safe to say that every peraofi 
who la the owner of property should 
liave a Will. There are. of course, 
exceptions to that rule, but your Uw- 
yer should decide the question for 
you whether your situation warrants 
a Will or not. When there la a care- 
fully prepared legal document, known 
aa a Will, the owner of property has 
a sense of aocurlty In the knowledge 
that at the lime of his death, there 
will bo distribution of his property 
In exactly the imanner he desires to 
have It done. Where there Is no 
Win, the properly will be divided aa 
the law directs, which may not be 
to the satisfaction of the owner of 

the properly.
